Ko- 
mura, who was Foreign Secretary in the 
Katsura Cabinet, died this morning.

Marquis Komura, ex-Minister of For- 
eign | Affairs, and former Ambassador to 
Great Britain, was born in 1855. After 
being duated from the Imperial. Uni- 
versity he Was sent‘to Harvard as one 
of .the first’ students to be educated’ at 
the expense of the Government. In 1884 
he was appointed Secretary to the For- 
eign Office, and was shortly afterward 
promoted to the post of Director of the 
Translation Buteau. Til the eve of the 
outbreak of’ the Chino-Japanese, war in 
1894 he was Chargé ad’ Affaires at Peking. 

In° 1901 he accepted the foreign port- 
folio in the Katsura Cabinet, and. thus

Money from Stokes and Bought 
Two Revolvers, 


Assistant District Attorney Emory R. 
Buckher opened for the prosecution 
yetserday in the case of Lillian Gra- 
ham and Ethel Conrad, who are on trial 
before Justice Louis W. Marcus in the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court 
for attempting to murder W. HB. D. Stokes, 
the owner of the Ansonia, on June 7 last, 
after he had refused to sign a check for 
$25,000 for the Graham girl. 

The greater part, of the day was con- 
sumed in the selection of a jury. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Buckner confined 
himself to questioning the talesmen in 
regard to their business relations and 
asking if they would be swayed by any 
sympathy for the defendanta because they 
Were young .women. Clark L. Jordan, 
counsel for the Graham girl, and Robert 
M. Moore, counsel for the Conrad girl, 
asked prospective jurors about their views 
upon the standard of morality among wo- 
men. Other questions were: 

** Would you be prejudiced against these 
two defendants if it should be shown 
that they were actresses and had been 
prior 'to the shooting and went on the 
stage again immediately after the alleged 
attempt upon Mr. Stokes’s life? 

** Would. you be at all inclined to hold 
against these girls the fact that they had 
revolvers in their home prior to the 7th 
of June, when the alleged attempt was 
made on the complainant witness's life? 

In his opening address to the.jury Mr. 
Buckner related all the facts leading up 
to the shooting. He said that Mr. Stokes 
met the Graham girl for the first time 
during the Spring of 1906°at the Ansonia 
Hotel, -where she was Hying:,with her 
sister. He said he would show that she 
went to visit‘ Mr. Stokes en his farm at 
Lexington, Ky., in 1907, when shé was en- 
gaged as an actress in a musical comedy, 
and remained there for several days. 
Later Mr. Stokes sant ‘her to Paris on two 
occasions and paid all her expenses. - He 


said: 

“In the Spring of 1911 she returned and 
the “complainant witness began to grow 
cold ‘toward her.’ Mr. Stokes told ‘her that 
she must leave the Ansonia, and after she 
had done so she called many times to ask 
him for money. On May 1 she called to see 
him and demanded .

was due to the “toasting” of the dyna- 
mite sticks, which become partially 
frozen and were being thawed - out. 
Strangely enough, the workmen escapcd 
serious injury. 

The explosion was heard for a mile on 
all sides, and the detonation waa felt for 
several blocks in all directions. man 
who was killed was a passerby in front 
of Park & Tilford’s store. He was thrown 
against the masonry walls of the building 
and instantly killed. The body was taken 
to the West Sixty-eighth Street Station, 
where it was identified as that of Charles 
Wetsell, a steamfitter. whose home was 
a? 116 Hull Street, Brooklyn, 

Everything was astir in the neighbor- 
hood at 8 o’clock in the morning, when 
the terrific explosion came. The shanty 
in which the dynamite was being warmed 
was blewn out of existence, some pieces 
of it landing :on tops of high’ apartment 
houses a block away. The glass from 
shattered windows rained down on the 
near-by streets, while the buildings rocked 
as if in an earthquake. 

Hundreds of persons ran out of: their 
houses, arom A of. them late risers and 
only partially dressed; the breakfast 
rooms of the Hargrave, the Hotel Ma- 
jestic, and the Dakota apartments were 
quickly emptied, while the lice who 
were on duty in that part of the ran 
for the scene of trouble. The force of 
the explosion had broken a firebox ‘near 
Seventy-second Street, and the mechanism 
was set off, bringing to the scene a fire 
engine and two trucks. we her, 3 persons

Bellboy Thrown Ten Feet. 


The first injured person found was 
Leonidas Beebe, an elevator boy em- 
ployed in the St. Charles apartment, on 
the northwest corner of Seventy-second 
Street and Columbus Avenue. This build- 
ing, the street floor of which is the Hud- 
son River Branch of the Corn Exchange 
Bank, was the worst damaged of any in 
the explosion area. Beebe, who was in 
the doprway ‘on the Seventy-second Street 
side, was blown ten feet or more back 
into-the hell, and. it was thought at first 
that hé was seriously injured. He was 
removed to Flower Hospital, where it 
was said he was suffering from many 
bruises and shock. 

John Kozora of 174 Second Street, a 
laborer who was working on the new 
Was removed to sevelt Hos- 
pital. He was near the shanty when the 
dynamite exploded, and was hurled high 
into the air. He suffered a compound 
fracture of the ankle and possible internal 
injuries. 

‘Mrs. Mary Phillips, who has a, boarding 
house at 120 West Seventy-second Street, 
which is directly opposite the place where 
the shanty once stood, was in the kitchen 
supervising the preparation of breakfast. 
She had a kettle of boiling water in her 
hand, when the explosion threw her 
against the stove and caused her to drop 
the kettle. Her right hand was burned 
and her feet scalded by the water. She 
was attended at home by a physician. 

In Park & Tilford’s store several of the 
big plate-giass windows were broken, 
those on the Seventy-second Street side 
bei blown back fnto the store.. J. H. 
Becker and other clerks were opening up 
for the morning trade. Becker saw a 
big pes of wood, a part of the wreck 
of the shanty, comnig in his direction. 
He dodged it enough to receive only a 
glancing blow.

Commissioner Charged With Safe- 
guarding-City Under Hoey Law, 
Corporation Counsel: Says. 


Must Not Only Enforce the Laws, but 
Must Also Discover and Rem- 
edy Fire Perils. 


- 


At the request of Fire Commissioner 
Johnson, ‘ Corporation Counsel Watson 
‘6 | prepared yesterday an opinion construing 
the various provisions of the Hoey law, 
under which the new Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau is to be organized. Many ‘requests 
have been made’ recently. upon ‘Commis- 
sioner Johnson for ‘definite information 
concerning the extent of ‘his. Jurisdiction 
in fire prevention, and what functions, if 
any, of other. departments, such as the 


Building Bureau and the Tenement House 
ent, have been, turned over by 
the new law to the Fire Department. 

The Commissioner declared last night 
that, while he is charged now with the 
enforcement of all provisions of the law 
relating to fireproofing and fireproof 
buildings, he must, in the judgment of 
the Corporation: Counsel, be guided en- 
tirely by the Building Code in the matter 
of materiais to be used, and.the form of 
construction to. be followed. In other 
words, he said, he has ‘no power to alter 
the requirements of the Building -Code 
in relation to building materials, including 
those having to do with fireproofing. 

The Hoey law, the Commissioner point- 
ed out; was primarily devised to ‘remedy 
the conditions which ‘pr ' the: fatali- 
ties at the Asch Building fire, and inci- 
dentally to reduce the number of prevent- 
able fires. In part the Corporation Coun- 
sel’s opinion was as follows: 

The obvious ‘purpose of the statute is to 
provide an entirely new pdm are sys- 
tem forthe prevention of fires and for the 
diminution of fire perils, ‘upon the 
idea of centring responsibility; for.the en- 
forcement of all laws and ordinances,. or 
parts thereof, relating to suéh sw fects, in 
one officer, the Fire “Commissioner. All 
laws or ordinances, or parta thereof, which 
are repugnant* to or inconsistent with this 
purpose are repealed. .

We are coming to a 
clearer understanding of what it 
means, and the courts are construing 
and applying it with a nearer ap- 
proach to sound interpretation and, we 
may add, common sense, which is, or 
ought to be, synonymous, with the light 
of reason. Only here and there a par- 
ticipant in the great debate now going 
on has mastered the distinction’ be- 
tween trade and competition. But 
more’and more laymen, lawyers, and 
Judges are coming to understand that 
restraint of one is not the same thing 
as restraint of the other. When that 
distinction 1s clearly understood the 
sufficiency of the law as it stands 
will be more generally recognized.

CENTRAL PARK WEST. 

Alderman Scuioss has brought up 
the grave problem of the dangers of 
traffic in Central Park West. Many 
lives have been lost on that thorough- 
fare because of the impossibility of reg- 
ulating traffic along its course, from 
Fifty-ninth Street to 110th, by apply- 
ing the rules in force elsewhere in the 
city. The car tracks hug the easterly 
side of the roadway, while other traffic 
in both directions is confined to the 
west. side. Persons trying to board 
southbound cars, or alighting from 
them, must brave the danger of forcing 
their way between two lines of fast- 
moving vehicles the drivers of which 
know no law, and seem concerned only 
to get ahead as quickly as possible. 

The resolution offered by  Alder- 
man- ScHLOss proposes to widen the 
roadway by taking six. feet from 
the needlessly wide easterly sidewalk, 
along the Central Park wall, and four 
feet from the opposite sidewalk. This 
plan has no relation to the mow some- 
what ancient one, frequently revived in 
@ tentative way, to.cut.a strip from 
Central Park along its whole length to 
widen the thoroughfare. Quite apart 
}from the settled opposition in the com- 
munity to any decrease whatever of 
our present park space, which might be 
Overcome, in this case, by making the 
proposed walk an ornamental pari of 
the Park, the enormous difficulties of 
this plan, and the huge cost to the city 
it would entail, are sufficient to de- 
case. feat it at any time. Alderman Scuuoss 
does not favor any encroachment on 
the Park. 

If his plan is adopted the car tracks 
can be relaid in. the middle of the 
thoroughfare, and the general north 
and south traffic regulated as on all 
other streets. But while a strip much 
wider than six feet can be spared from 
the sidewalk onthe east, to subtract

Rochester has said 
about the demoralizing effect of political 
conventions on that city seem seriously to 
have grieved the manager of the Public- 
ity and Convention Bureau of the Hotel 
Association and Business Men's League. 

Inquiry addressed by. him to Mayor 
EDGPRTON has elicited the reply that Dr. 
CRAPSEY expressed an individual opinion, 
not: Rochesterian business, sentiment, 
which, as the Chamber of Commerce re- 
cently took pains to discover, is In favor 
of bringing to the city as many conven- 
tions as possible. We knew that before, 
however, as did; doubtless, Dr. CRAPSEY, 
and we find in the protesting communica- 
tion sent to us no denial, and not even .a& 
mention, of the statements he made as to 
the moral dangers and injuries which a 
small city suffers from a great gathering 
of politicians, the majority of whom de- 
yote more: energy to having a ‘good 
time "’ than to convention work. 

Of course, neither Dr. CRAPsEY nor our- 

selves would make all conventions im- 
possible by persuading all cities, large 
and small, to bar them out. They have 
to be held somewhere. and many of them 
—our critic lists a dozen kinds or 80, be- 
ginning with religious, educational, and 
scientific—are desirable anywhere, for rea- 
sons even more important than they 
bring into town *a, lot of people with 
money to spehd and an tiiclination to 
spend it; Money spent in one place is 
not spent in another; so the actual profit 
thus derived would not appeal very strong- 
ly to an economist who viewed the coun- 
try as a whole. The local benefit of an 
occasional convention is at least dubious 
for a majority of the inhabitants of any 
‘town, while there is an almost general 
admission among the thoughtful that 
great anniversary fairs create an artifi- 
celal and temporary stimulation which is 
invariably followed by a period of more 
than counterbalancing dépression. 
, The hotel men have, of course, a good 
reason for liking conventions of every 
size, and a perfect right to bring as many 
of them to. town as they can by convinc- 
ing other people of their financial and 
adivertising value, but- it is certainly true 
that the benefits derived from politica! 
conventions are not unalloyed. The harm 
they do is in inverse ratio to the size of 
the town, so New York Citv needn’t be 
afraid. And she isn’t; she is neither 
eager nor unwilling, but just indifferent, 
as well she may. be.

CHURCH AND STATE. 


Admiral Mahan’ Raises an issue Con- 
cerning the Arbitration Treaties. 
To the Editor of The New York Times; 

In the Evening Post of..Nov. ,18 
I observe that the American Peace and 
Arbitration League has asked clergymen 
of all denominations throughout the coun. 
try to observe Noy. 26 as “ Unity Sun- 
day,” preaching in each church a sermon 
dealing with ‘the arbitration treaties be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain and France, now pending in the Sen- 
ate. It is believéd bythe League: that 
these treaties “stand in grave danger of 
failure of ratification, and that these spe- 
clal services should be held toy urge the 
necessity of favorable action.’ Responses 
already show a marked willingness on the 
part of the clergy to support these arbi- 
tration treaties. There follows a long list 
of clergy of this city, who wil have such 


services, 

The movement thus avowedly is for the 
Church to bring pressure to béaar upon 
the State, in the matter of an action 
which is committed to the State, and is 
not committed to the Church, In other 
words, the Church is to be used as an 
instrument of political agitation. To 
habitual -churchgoers like’ myself the 
question arises; what afe we to hear in 
this matter, from those set to teach us 
in spiritual things? If it be in favor of 
arbitration in the general, the Senate ac- 
cepts the principle; but ff, it be. to favor 
the ratification of the clause'to which the. 
Senate is belleved to object, the pro- 
nouncement of the clergy will be upon 
a subject on which very distinguished 
constitutional lawyers differ, and upon 
which the clergy, as such, are not com- 
petent instructors, and have no authority 
to teach. ., 

As generally known, there is between 
the Executive and the Senate a distinct 
issue of opinion concerning these treaties, 
as framed. The Executive negotiated and 
sustains them. Of the fifteen -members 
of the Senate Committee, the large ma- 
jority recommended the omission of 4 
clause which in their judgment inyolved 
a delegation to others of duties imposed 
upon the Senate by the Constitution. 
One only of the committee: approved un- 
conditionally. Two assented with a-very 
serious proviso. 

As to the correctness of these several 
opinions, I offer no view of my own. TI 
am not an expert; I recognize the fact, 
and Wkewise that there is not laid upon 
me.any duty to take action, as there is. 
upon each Senator. But neither is any 
such duty laid upon the Church, and she 
exceeds her legitimate functions, and .so 
do the individual clergy, when, as Church 
or as clergy, they endeavor to bring 
pressure to bear upon the, State in its 
own divinely appointed .sphere. To use’ 
its Master’s expression, the Church is 
ffitruding into. the things of Caesar, the 
temporal power of His day. 

The rashness as well as the impro- 
priety of this step is evident from the 
fact that neither Church nor clergy, as 
such, have any expert knowledge, and 
that experts outside of the Executive and 
the Senate differ widely. John Bas- 
sett Moore, than whom is. no higher 
authority on public law, thinks the dis- 
puted clause constitutional.

Selling by-the members of 
syndicate ‘broke the price of the betas 
to.101-in Tuesday’s trading, and up to the 
close last night they had recovered only 
to 101%. ; 

Bond dealers who specialize in State and 
municipal issues expressed keen » digAp- 
pointment over the action of the ‘Con- 
troller’s office in announcing another sale 
of $10,000,000 canal. bonds for Dec. 14. 
Some of the bidders said that unless the 
market shows unlooked-for improvement 
before that time Wall Street will be a 
small factor in the bidding for this issue. 

Well informed bondmen, one, of whom 
took an important share of the State’s last 
offering, said that prior to the distribu- 
tion which followed the termination of the 
syndicate on the announcement of another 
sale there were fully $8,000,000 of State 
4s in the dealers’ hands waiting for a 
market. Most of the dealers \had_ been 
holding on to take advantage of the re- 
investment demand which appears around 
the opening of the new year. The De- 
cember offering will make a fotal. of 
$82,500,000 of State bonds which have 
been put out since last April, and bond- 
men say that the authorities are pressing 
buyers too hard. 

There is always'a market for State or 
city issues ‘‘at a price,’ the investment 
bankers sayy and there is little: doubt .that 
the December issue will be dversub- 
scribed.
